out the warrant for Easton's arrest and he was tak&n into custody 
while seated on a bench in the court square, by Probation Officer 
Brunskili and after being taken before Judge Ashman, was locked 
up in the county jail to await an investigation of the case. Later in 
th« afternoon, the Fry girl was brought into the city by Officer 
Brunskili and last evening told her story to Judge Ashman. Easton 
will probably be given a hearing before juvenile court today.

Pried cucumbers are prepared ag fol- 


lows: Cut one or more cucumbers into 
slices half an inch thick, acoop out the 
seeds, dust with salt and ege and 
breadcrumb them. Have ready «om« 
hot fat, put in the slice* and fry them 
till nicely browned, drain well and 
serve.

_ STEWED CUCUMBERS. 


Peel a cucumber and divide It length- 


wise Into four pieces, acoop out the 
seeds and cut each length into con- 
venient sized slices. 
Put these into .a 


saucepan with boiling salted water and 
cook until tender, then drain them and 
dry on a cloth. 
Meanwhile dissolve 


one ounce of butter In a pan over the 
fire and fry In this one ounce of flour. 
When well mixed put in th« cucumber 
and pour in sufficient white stock to 
almost cover them. Season with salt 
and pepper and a grate of nutmeg and 
stir the whole over the fire until the 
sauce Is reduced to the required con- 
sistency. 
Now lift the pan oft the fire, 


add the beaten yolk of an egg and a 
few drops of tarragon vinegar and 
serve on a hot dish. 


CUCUMBERS BLANC. 


Cucumbers blanc are delicious. Peel 


and cut up a cucumber Into two Inch 
lengths and put the pieces into a pan 
with a teaspoonful of powdered sugar, 
half an ounce of butter and a finely 
chopped onion. Cook the cucumber in 
this over a moderate flre for a few 
minutes, turning the pieces gently from 
Urae to time and keeping them as •white 
as possible, then cover with a little 
white stock and simmer till tender. At 
the end of this time lift out the cu- 
cumber 
with

drain, acid a gill each of Bechamel 
sauce and white stock to the liquor In 
the pan, skim well and let It boll up 
rapidly till reduced to the required 
consistency, add a spoonful or two of 
cream if at hand or, failing this, two 
or three tiny morsels of butter, put In 
the cucumber, just warm up and serve.

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CUCUMBER JELLY. 


Cucumber jelly la made thus: 
Rub 


through a sieve sufficient cucumber 
pulp to nil two breakfast cups (about a 
pint), the ctlcumber being previously 
peeled, and season this with the juice 
of a lemon and salt and pepper to 
taste. 
Dissolve from half to three- 


quarters of an ounce of g-elatin in a 
gill of hot water and when quite dis- 
solved stir it thoroughly into the cu- 


cumber, the latter having been kept In 
a cool place. Pour the J«lly Into •> 
border or any other mold you pleu* 
arid leave on Ice or in a cold place till 
set. 
when you turn out and use. If 


necessary add a drop or two of green 
coloring, only be very careful not t4 
overdo this.

To make Spanish cucumbers peel and

CUCUMBER SOUP. 


Cucumber soup Is very palatable. 


Peel and cut Into quarters two cucum- 
bers, remove seeds and then cut each 
quarter Into even sized slices, put them 
Into a saucepan with a little salt to 
take out all the water, then strain 
them through a cloth arid put them In 
a saucepan with an ounce or so of but- 
ter, toss them lightly over the fire In 
this without allowing them to color. 
then add a handful of washed, drained 
and finely chopped sorrel and a bit of 
parsley, moistening It with good stock. 
and let It all cook for a quarter of an 
hour. 
"When ready add an egg yolk 


beaten up with a spoonful or two of 
cream or milk. 
Have ready a hot 


tureen, at the bottom of which lay a 
slice of bread from which the crust has 
been removed and pour the cucumber, 
etc., over this.

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STUFFED CUCUMBERS. 


Stuffed cucumbers are thus made: 


Peel a large cucumber, cut out a por- 
tion from the side and scoop out tha 
seeds through this, filling up this space 
with any kind of mince to taste, re- 
place the slice of cucumber, tying it 
Into position with strong white thread- 
Cover the bottom of a saucepan with. 
slices of vegetables, 
carrots, turnips 


and onions and some slices of bacon, 
lay In the cucumber, cover with'an- 
other layer of bacon, etc.. pouring In 
sufficient stock to cover It all and sea- 
soning it with salt and pepper.

just bring the stock to the bo!l. then 
draw the pan to one side and simmer 
gently until the cucumber is cooked. 
lift it out and keep hot. 
Strain the 


liquor In which it was cooked, thicken 
it with a roux of butter and flour and 
pour It over the cucumber.
